This is in regard to the patent term extension application for U.S. Patent No. 4,634,697 filed by 
Schering-Plough Corporation under 35 U.S.C. § 156. The patent claims the human drug product CEDAX 
(ORAL 1)® (ceftibuten dihydrate), New Drug Application (NDA) 50-686.
